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Remarks/Arguments 



Applicant appreciates the helpful feedback and guidance received from Examiner Bitar in 
the "Response to Arguments" and "Examiner Notes" sections. 

In light of the Examiner Bilar's feedback, the applicant has carefully re-reviewed 
Kurosawa et al (U.S. Patent 4,972,499), McConnell (U.S. Patent 4,567,610) and Silver et 
al (U.S. Patent 7,164,796). Applicant feels that even though the current invention is not 
covered by the prior arts even in its best combination, the previous claims may not have 
fully expressed the essence of the current invention as follows: 

1 . We create high precision matching function by interpolating the regular matching 
function of prior art to make it a function of subpixel values or invariant high 
precision parameters. 

2. We perform high precision match by high precision matching function 
maximization. 

3. The high precision matching function maximization using the initial search result 
directly without the re-creation of search result. 

4. The same template for regular (no-high precision) matching is used for high 
precision matching function maximization. 

Based on the above understanding, the claims are amended to overcome the claim 
rejections. The applicant was hoping to have an informal phone correspondence with 
Examiner Bitar before this RCE filing. However, due to the holiday season, the applicant 
was not able to do it in time. The applicant hopes to have this opportunity in the RCE 
prosecution process. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

We improve the independent claims 1, 14, 17 and 20 to clearly reflect the current 
invention. 

Dependent claims 6, 1 1, and 23 are amended to reflect the patentable elements of the 
current invention. 

Claims 2, 3, 4, 7, 9, 10, 12, 15, 16, 19, 21, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27 are canceled. 
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Conclusion 

In view of the above remarks and arguments, applicant submits that the amendments to 
claims overcome claim rejections under 35 USC §103. Therefore applicant submits that
